Or, as it rends in Genesis: Yo the bee
ginning God ereated the heaven nnd the
earth,'”  Like the patriarch, scientific
mes have stuinbled, aud no iutelligent
interpretution hus ever been given

LOr when the Deity, referring to o ianter
period of the eurth’s existenoe cor
responding o the second verse of Gene-
sis, nekod Job: O who shut np the sen
with doors when jt brake forth, us if it
had issned out of thewomb®” “When 1
mugv the cloud the garment thereof, aud
thick durkness a1 swaddling baud for it "
be wae still unable to reply.

Or aguin, us Genesis reads in the New
Revision; “Aud the earth was waste and
void, and darkness was upon the fnce of
the deep and the Spirit of God moved
upon the face of the waters.” Eminent
divines have assured us the seriptures do
not tench science, yvet they teem with it
und scientitic men have confused us by
declaring this period covered ages of un
told years. Huxiey has said no one be-
ligves o eataclvem (deluge) destroyed all
existence on the earth, aithough this pas-
sngre of seripture and marine fossils on
the mountuins flutly eontradiet him.

Au interpretation of Job and Genesis
aceording to the principles of common
sense will bring light ont of durkness,
and make these vague pussages clear
The phrase “The morning stars sang to-

ther” exproasses nothing. It is poetic.

iltenn, also poetic in  writing, “The

Innets in their station listening gtood,”

spressed o natural faet, but did not
grasp the full mweaning of the gacred
wiiter. I wemnterpret the passsge ns
“When the moving starsstood together,”
we are fape to face with o antural lnw—
the hegvenly bodies, or & number of
them in conjunciion, und they throngh
their magnetic influence acting upon the
eurth, foreing it into un orbit of its own,
just as comets. supposubly of a different
substanee, and movemenis are held in
closed orbits by the great plunets of the
solur systeni.

"Whether the enrth was n “nebuln, ps
clnimed by Laplace, or a “meteoric ng-
grogitien,” us affirmed by Proctor, cun-
not be aceurately determined, but the
fuference is, it s composed of both, the
meteor dust 1n past ages, as well us now,
mingling with the guses until the crust
wis formed, separsting the guses inside
from ‘those outside of the crust (those
eutside gradually becoming eclear), until
the atmospere and the land were formed,
while the rotury motion of the eurth
made it a hollow sphere, fluttened at the
poles. Such being the case, the ntmos-
phere, the land und water, and the inter-
nal gases of the earth, necessarily ubound
in the sume materiale, all subject ro the
natirnl law of gravitution, or wmugnetie
attrietion of the benvenly bodies, 1If
then, in obedience to this divine law, the
heavenly bodies foreed the enrth into its
orbit (it must have been lighter then thun
now ), a8 it became cooler nnd heavier, we
must belisve they still exert their influ-
ence npon us, whether under the guise of
the sun or & planet, as in the case of the
tides of the ocenn,

Conceding this, we ure able to see that
st sundry times this bus been disustrous
10 the earth, benee the Almighty's gues-
tions to Job, to which be did not reply—
the original creution of the earth, and
the subseguent cataclysm wherein earinly
life was destroyed prior w the sdvent of
man. By putting the passages togetuer,
us we understand them, the whole thing
becomes un eastly comprehended demon-
stration, thus:

If not, why do they
object 1o sending messuges during a
thunderstorm® Doecnuse they know the
danger from the lightning, This is whut
15 happening in our splur Eystem ever)y
month, As the edrth and the planets ro
volve around the sun, the moon revolves
around ihe enrth, constuntly disturbi
the magnetic currents between the earth
and oither members of the splar system,
and also disturbing the sumosphere and
the tides. In this we see 8 besutiful lnw
of the Creitor, causing constant move-
ment in the atinosphere sand the ovean, 1o
keep them pure, 10 preserve our lives and
contribnte to the happiness of the human
rauce. But the mwoon is not slone o the
work—all the planets contribute to this
resuit.

When we know that all these phe
nomens, dreadful us they are, are but the
instruments to clennse the air and sea
from plague, pestilence aud fumine, we
will devote more time tostudy, and, of
vossible, prepare for and svoid such us
cen be avoided, or ut lenst avoid the ruin
that cnsues. To o this we muost study
the celestial phenomens, and watch the
corresponding  effocts on the earlh,
whether local or general.  Then by com
bining them as taught by asironomy in
counnection with those of weteorology,
we huve the old neglected, but beautitnd,
sulente of astro-meteorology, possesse
by the ancients in o remarkable degroe,
revealing the beneficence of the Creator
in his love for us and all mankind

To sliow that the solar system is mag-
netic, let me su¥, recent Announegments
of the discoveries of the spectrum de
clure the zodincnl lights, & comet’s tail,
and the surors borealis ure sll electric.

He saw
8 bright spot on the sun, st the same in-
stunt the maguetic necdle at Kew was
violently affected, and that night the
besvens were bluzing in the benuty of the
surors borenlis, After deseribing some
of the features of this phenomenn, Pro
fessor Proctor sayve: ~‘Telegraphie com-
munication was interropted, und, in some
cuses, telegraphic oflices were set on fire
and the whele framc of the earth seemed

Murs (it hns two moons), the maguetic
impulses speed with the velocity of light
(the velocity is much greaster than that of
light). The wast globe of Jupiter is
ihrilied from pole to pole ne the maguetic
wave rolls in upon it; then Saturn fecls
the shock, and then the vast distances
bevond which lie Uranus and Neptune

Those prevailing gt the esrthquuke st
Lisbon show an egually exciting condi-
tion of the solar system. Speaking of
this enrthquoke a writer says: A sound
of thunder wus heard underground, aud
immediztely & vio'ont shoek threw down
the greater part of the ity X Iin-
utes GO0 persons perished.” Thev had
collectod o tipon & hew marole
quay siddeniy into the sea, nnd
not one of the dead bodies over flonted to
the surface. A whirlpool wus formed,
and great pumbers of small bouts and
vessels were swullowed up and never
found. The water is now 000 feat devyp.
T e earthgnake extendesd from the Bultie
sin to the West Indies, und from Cunuda
to Algiers. The earth opened und swl -
lowed uvillage of 10,000 inhabitants on
the snme doy.

But while we ure looking upon these
mounsters of the earth, Jet us soe what was
dope in the air by another branch of this
meteorologicul family—electric cionds.

Dr, Dick says: “In the yenr 1372 a
bright clond was observed ut miduizhito
cover s nountuin in the islangd of Juava,
which emutted flames of fire so lummous
thut the night became us clear as duy. It
destroyed everything for twenty miies
around, buildings were demolished, plan-
tations buried in the earth, 15,000 cuttle, 2
vast nutuber of horses aud other sulmals,
and sovove 2,000 bumsn beings.'*

Of spother he says: “On the 20th of
October, 1757, in the isltnd of Malty, a
Little after midnight, a great bluck cloond
uppearet, which chunged its color us it
approsched the eity until it became like o
flume of fire, mixed with black smoke,
and a dreadiul noise was hedard ou its
approach. It tore un Euglish ship to
paLLes, d eurried the masts, ssils and
cordugre 1o o great distunce.

You usk why these phenomenn are so
frequent mear the worrid zone* Becunss
the hent is grenter, nod possibly the crust
of the enrth muay be thinper near the
edges of the coatinents of Europe and
America, Nope can doubt thus as to the
islands, becsuse in such places earth-
guakes are alwuve more destroctive. Is
the earth in dunger from earthquakes®
The earth is inflummable and explosive
enough to blow It to pieces, A little in-
erguse in the guanuty of axygen is sufli-
cient fur the purpose. An glectric shock
might disurrange the oxygen in the
utmosphere, aud without incressing the
guantity, by sinking it 10 the surfaee of
the earth, everything wonld melt with
heat,  But we need mnot fewr for the
Enm.-m. The earth §5 in thé hands of the

This muey
may be suid, bowever, the foree would b
on hand in Jess than three minutes after
the alarm, ana itE chief wonld direot his
support to the plase of inoeption. Should
such an emergency peour, and the flames
puss beyond their vontrol, it would in wo
wise be differemt, except in favor of our
men, from similar occurrenees, iu Cni
